FROST TO GIVE $50,000 

For New Bridge at Waukegan in Return 
for Fifty Year Franchise 

As the first result of conference 'between 
A.C.Frost, of the Chicago & Milwaukee 
Electric Railroad company and the city of 
Waukegan; Mr. Frost. will offer a complet- 
ed ordinance for a local electric railway 
system, 

If this ordinance is satisfactory, it will 
be formally tendered for a vote at the next 
council meeting next Monday evening. 

Things that the city will do are as fol- 
lows: 

First— Mr. Frost gets fifty year rights," 
it he wishes them, for his local lines and 
for liia main line. 

Second — New lines wilt include suburban 
branches over Belvidere street to McAlistcr 
avenue and down McAHster avenue to the 
south city limits; "North avenue to. the golf 
grounds and on the golf grounds road to 
the city limits, on the north west; possibly 
Grand avenue to the west city limits, 'and 
Glen Rock avenue to the city limits. 

Third— Double tracking for all lines. 

Fourth— The use of electricity or other 
power equally safe and noiseless. 

In return -for these things, Mr. 1 Frost 
agrees to give the city : 

First— Ton minute service when he 
reaches tho north limits with hit North 
avenue extension. : 

Second— Pay one-half the expense of 
building a $00,000 new south genesee street 
bridge, or $50,000. ' 

Third— One fare, all ovfcr the city nnd 
transfers, with cheaper rides in book form. 

Fourth— Paving ten feet each side of his 
tracks all over the city, • 

Fifth— Posalbly the new power plant, 

Sixth— Tho right to use trolley poles for 
police and fire alarms'. 

Seventh— Rails of a type desired, the 
sprinkling. of the tracks to lay tho dust, tho 
1 maintenance of the right of way paving.

Returning in the evening Mr, Martin 
did not find Clarke on the place nnd he 
concluded that he hnd gone to call on 
friend?, or, perhaps, waBoflou nperiodical 
spree, which was his wont every tittle 
while. 

He did not return for supper and the 
door was left unlocked, it being expected 
that he would return during the night. 

When the family arose Monday morn- 
ing, they found the door r>til I -unlocked and 
investigation showed that Clarke had not 
returned nt nil, 

Mr. Martin started a search witlf the re- 
sult that he found the outside cellar door 
open and, looking down at the foot of the 
stairs, he saw Clarke's body. He hurried 
down thinking that perhaps he was in- 
jured, but soon discovered he was cold in 
death, 

It seem? that Clarke had gone to the 
factory with the milk nnd that, according 
to the factory workmen, he appeared drunk 
at the time. He returned home, put up 
the horses and started for the house, get- 
ting into the cellar way and falling to the 
bottom of the stairs nnd breaking his neck 
in the fall. 

Clarke was nbout 05 years of age and 
came' to Wauconda some time ago from 
Danville where he wns cared for for a 
number of years in the soldiers' home.

Committee Decides to Recommend In- 
definite Postponement 

At Madison, Wis., Thursday' night, the 
senate committee on transportation decided 
to report the Hunting 2-cent fare bill for 
indefinite postponement. 

Two considerations entered into the 
action of the committee on this bill. First 
the railroad commission, after a careful 
and painstaking, investigation conducted 
on a scientific basis nnd covering 'a period 
of almost a year, found it possible to offer 
a reduction to only 2J£ cents a mile on 
passenger fare, if passenger and freight 
departments were to be made to stand on 
their own bottoms. 

In the second place, the railroad men 
who appeared before the committee in op- 
position to Ihe bill informed the committee 
that the railroads would contest in the 
courts the 2 cent laws enacted in neighbor- 
ing states, and assured the committee that 
if the courts sustained these laws, then the 
railroads would enter a general 2 ceut fare 
throughout the country including Wiscon- 
sin,

That the Japanese of the Pacific coast 
and the Progressives, a political party' of 
Jnpan, have entered into an alliance which 
has the the earmark s of an international 
^conspiracy, with the overthrow of the pres- 
ent ministry in Japan nnd tho annulment 
of the clause In the immigration bill ex. 
eluding Japanese coolie, labor from conti- 
nental United Stntes as the ultimate objects, 
is learned nutoritatively. The preliminary 
steps in this scheme, it is said, will be to 
induce tho Tokio government to recall 
Viscount Aoki, the Japanese ambassador to 
the United States, and to demand an apol- 
ogy and perhaps an indemnity from this 
government for the alleged nets of violence 
ngainst Japanese subjects residing in San 
Francisco. 

With this end in view representatives of 
the faction hostile to the Soionji ministry 
have been at Washington to consult with 
the Jnpanese ambassador and the state de- 
partment officials regarding the objection- 
able clause in the immigration bill, tho 
California school question and the recent 
riots in San Francisco. The report which 
they have sent to Tokia, it is alleged, will 
form the basis of a systematic campaign to 
bring about anti-United State* demonstra- 
tions iu Japan nnd to force Foreign Minis- 
ter Rnyashi, if possible, to demand indem- 
nity and an nnology on account of the Jap- 
nneee disturbances in San Francifco. 

The*e facts beenme known for the first 
time when it was learned that T. Taka- 
haBhi, representative of the Seattle Japan- 
ese societv; O. Noda, representative of the 
Sou Francisco Japanese flociely, and K. 
Knwnkniui, staff representative of IheTot- 
ozu (daily newspaper) at Tokio, came to 
Washington on April 21 and remained un- 
til May 12, during which time they were 
negotiating with the Japanese ambassador 
looking to the annulment of the Japanene 
immigration limitation law. The delega- 
tion failed in its purpose, nnd, it is stated, 
after charging Ambassador Aoki with 
treachery to the Japaneefl of the Pacific, 
coast, and with mtsrepresentating condi- 
tions to his home government, they tele- 
graphed to Ototukn Yaumoka, the per- 
sonal representative of Count Okumn, who 
was waiting their report in Seattle, with 
the request that he communicate with the 
anti-administration leaders in Tokio.

Speaks Before the Delegates to the National 
Editorial Association — Touches. Upon 
»■; Important National Questions. 



Jamestown, Vs.— Tha following la tho 
address of Frcsldent Roosevelt boforu 
tho National Editorial association at tlio 
exposition hero: 

It Is of course a mere truism to say that 
no other body of our countrymen wield as 
extensive an influencs ns thoso who writs 
for tho dully press and for tho periodi- 
cal!. It Is also a truism to say that 
■uch power Implies the gravest respon- 
sibility, and the man exercising It should 
hold himself accountable, snd should be 
hold by others accountable, precisely as 
If ha occupied any other position of pub- 
lic trust. I do not Intend to dwell upon 
your duties to-day, save that I shall 
permit myself to point out one matter 
where It seems to me that the need of 
our people Is vital. It is essential that 
the man In public life and the man who 
writes In the public press shall bath of 
them, tf they are realty good servants 
of the people, be prompt to assail wrong- 
doing and wickedness. But In thus assail- 
ing wrongdoing and wickedness, there 
are two conditions to be fulfilled, because 
If unfulfilled, harm and not good will 
result In the first place, be sure of 
your facta and avoid even' thing like 
hysteria or exaggeration; for to assail 
a decent man for something of which he 
la Innocent la to give aid and comfort to 
every scoundrel, while Indulgence In hys- 
terical exaggeration serves to weaken, 
not strengthen, the statement of truth. 
In the ' second place, be sure that you 
base your Judgment on conduct and not 
on tho social or economic position of tbe 
Individual with whom you aro dealing. 
There are good and bad men In every 
Walk of life, and their being good or bad 
does not depend upon whether they have 
or do not have large bank accounts. Tot 
this elemental fact, thin fact which we all 
accept as self -evident, when we think 
each of us of the peopto whom ho hlrn- 
solf knows In his business and social 
relations, la often completely Ignored by 
certain public men and certain public 
writers. The men who thus Ignore It 
and who attack wickedness only whon 
found In a particular class aro always 
unsafe, and are sometimes very dan- 
gerous, leaders. Distrust equally the 
rnan who Is never able to discover any 
vices of rich men to attack and tho man 
who confines himself to attacking tho 
Bins and shortcomings of rich men. It 
Is a sure Blgn of moral and mental dis- 
honesty In any man If In his public ns- 
auults upon Iniquity he la never able to 
aoo any Iniquity save that of a particular 
class; and this whether he Is able only to 
ace the crimes of arrogance and oppres- 
sion In the rich or tho crimes of envy 
and violence In the poor. 

So much far whnt 1 have to, say to 
you In your capacity of moldera and 
guides of public thought In addition 
I want to speak to you on two groat 
movements In our public life which I 
fool must necessarily occupy no Incon- 
■tderablo part of the lime of our public 
men In tho near future, Ono or theso Is 
tho question of, in certain ways, re- 
shaping our system of taxation so as to 
make It bear most heavily on those most 
capable of supporting the strain. The 
other Is tho question of Utilising tho 
natural resources of the nation In the 
way that will bo of moat benefit to the 
nation as a whole. 

Need of Foresight. 

In utilising and conserving the natural 
resources of tho nation tho one charac- 
teristic mora essential than any other Is 
foresight, Unfortunately, foresight is 
not usually characteristic of a young and 
vigorous people, and it Is obviously not 
a marked characteristic of us in the 
United States. Yet assuredly It should be 
the growing nation with a future which 
takes tho long look nhend: and no other 
nation Is growing so rapidly us ours or 
has a future so full of promise No other 
nation enjoys so wonderful a measure or 
present prosperity which can of right 
be treated as an earnest of future suc- 
cess, and for no other are the re wards 
of foresight so great, so certain, and so 
easily foretold. Yet hitherto as a nation 
we have tended to live with an eye single 
to the present, and have permitted tho 
reckless waste and destruction of much 
Of our natural wealth. 

The conservation of our natural re- 
sources and their proper use constitute 
the fundamental problem which underlies 
aimoat every other problem of our na- 
tional life." Unless we maintain an ade- 
quate material basis for our civilization, 
we can not maintain the Institutions In 
which we take so great and just a prldo; 
and to waste and destroy our natural 
resources means to undermine' this ma- 
terial basis. During the last five years 
efforts have been made In several new* 
directions In the government service to 
get our people to look ahead, to exercise 
foresight, and to substitute a planned and 
orderly development of our resources In 
the place of a haphazard striving for 
Immediate profit. The effort has been 
made through several agencies. 

In 1002 the reclamation service began 
to develop the larger opportunities of the 
western half of our country for irriga- 
tion. The work Includes all the states 
from tho great plains through the Rocky 
mountains to the Pacific slope. It has 
been conducted with the clear and defi- 
nite purpose of using the valuable water 
resources of tho public land for the 
greatest good for tho greatest number in 
the long run; In other words, for the 
purpose of putting upon the land perma- 
nent home makers who will use and 
develop It far themselves and for their 
children and children's children.- There 
has boen opposition, of course, to this 
work of the reclamation service; for we 
have been obliged to antagonize certain 
men whose Inferos l It was to exhaust for 
their own temporary personal profit nat- 
ural resources which ought to be devel- 
oped through use.- bo as to bo conserved 
for the permanent common advantage of 
the people as a whole. But there will be 
no halt In the work of preserving the 
waters which head In the Rocky moun- 
tain region so as to make them of most 
use to the people an a whole; for the 
policy U essential to our national wel- 
fare. 

Operations of Land Laws. 

The public lands of the United States 
should be utilised In similar fashion. Our 
present public land laws were passed 
when there, was u vast surplus of vacant 
public land. The chief desire was to 
■ecure settlers thereon, and comparative- 
ly slight attention waa paid as. to exactly 
how the lands wore disposed of In de- 
tail.- In consequence, lax execution of 
the laws became the rule both In tho land 
office and In the public mind, and land 
frauds were common and little noted. 
This was especially true when a system 
originally designed for the fertile and 
well-watered regions of tho middle west 
was applied to the 'dryer regions of the 
great plnlns and to the mountains and 
the Paeltlo const. In theso regions the 
system lent Itself to .fraud, and much 
land passed out of the hands of the gov- 
ernment without passing Into tho hands 



of the home maker. The department of 
the Interior and the department of Justice 
Joined in proaecutlng tho offenders 
against the law; but both the law and 
Its administration were defective and 
noeded to be changed. Threo years ago 
a publlo lands commission was appoint- 
ed to scrutlntte the law and the facta 
and to recommend a remedy. Their ex- 
amination specifically showed the ex- 
istence, of great. frauds upon the pubtlo 
domain, and their recommendations for 
changes in the law were made with the 
design of conserving the natural re- 
sources of every pert of the public land 
by putting It to Its beat, use. Attention 
waa especially called to the prevention of 
settlement by the passage of great areas 
of public lands Into the hands of a few 
men, and to the enormous waste caused 
by unrestricted graving. . on the open 
range; a system of using the natural 
forage on - the public domain which 
amounts to putting a premium on 'Its 
destruction. The recommendations of the 
public lands commission were sound, for 
thoy were especially In the Interest of 
the actual home maker; and where the 
small home maker could not utilise the 
land. It waa provided that the govern- 
ment ahould keep control of it so that 
It could not be monopolised by a few 
wealthy men. Congress his not yet 
acted upon these recommendations, ex- 
cept for tho repeal of the Iniquitous* 
lleU'land law. But the recommendations 
aro so Just and proper, bo essential to our 
national welfare, that I believe they will 
surely ultimately bo adopted. 

In 1991 congress authorized the presi- 
dent to create national forests In the 
public domain. Theso forests reserves re- 
mained for a long lime In charge of 
tho gonoral land oftlco, which hod no 
men properly trained In forestry. But 
another department, that of agriculture, 
possessed tho trained men. In other 
words, the government fe rests were with- 
out foresters and the government for- 
esters without forests. Waste of elf art 
and waste of forests Inevitably followed. 
Finally the situation was ended In 1905 
by the creation of tbe United States 
forest service, which has stopped the 
waste, conserved the resources of the 
national forests, and made them useful; 
so that our forests are now being man- 
aged on a coherent plan, and In a way 
that augurs wall for the future. 

The mineral fueto of the eastern United 
States have already passed lota the 
hands of large private owners, and those 
of the west are rapidly following. This 
should not be, for such mineral resources 
belong In a peculiar degree to the whole 
people, Under private control ihero Is 
much waste from the shortsighted 
methods of working, and the complete 
utilisation Is often sacrificed for a greater 
Immediate profit. Tho mineral fuels un- 
der our present conditions are no essen- 
tial to our prosperity as the forests will 
always be. Tho difference is thnt the 
supply is definitely limited, for coal does 
not grow and trees do. It 1b obvious 
that the mineral fuels should be can- 
nerved, not wasted, and that enough of 
them ahould remain In Iho hands -of 
the govornment to protect tho people- 
against unjust or extortionate prlcos bo 
far as that enn sllll be done. "What has 
been accomplished In the regulation of 
tbe great oil fields of tho Indian terri- 
tory offers n striking example of the 
good results of nuch a policy. Last 
summer, accordingly, I withdrew moat 
of Iho con l-bea ring public lands tempor- 
arily from disposal, and asked for the 
legislation necessary to protect tha. pub. 
lie Interest by the conservation of tlio 
mineral fuels; that Is, for the power to 
keep the fco In the government and to 
leaso tho coal, oil, and gas rights under 
proper regulation. No. such legislation 
wan passed, but I still hope that we shall 
ultimately get It. 

Preserve Mineral Resources, 

In addition to treating aright for tbe 
benefit of the whole people the forests 
and the mineral beds, we should simi- 
larly try to preserve for the benefit of all 
the people the -great stretches of pub- 
lic domain, some three hundred million 
acres In nil, which are unfit for cultiva- 
tion by present methods and valuable 
only for the forago which they supply. 
Thle vast area la now open to the free 
graxlng of cattle, ahoep, horses and 
goats, without restriction or regulation. 
When population has Increased, an Is 
now tbe case, such utter lack of man- 
agement means that the public domain U 
turned over to be skinned by men whose 
only concern 1b to get what .they can 
out of It at the moment, without any 
regard to whether or not It Is ruined bo 
far as the next generation 1b concerned. 
In other words, the range la not so much 
used as wasted.. by , abuse; and as an 
Incident conflict and bloodshed fre- 
quently arise between opposing users. 
With the rapid settling of the west the 
range Is more and more overgrazed. 
Moreover, much of It can not be unod 
to advantage unless It Is fenced, tot 
fencing la the only way by which la keep 
In check the absentee owners of nomaa 
flocks which roam hither and thither, 
utterly destroying the pasturage and 
leaving a waste behind, so that their 
presence Is compatible with the presence 
of home makers.. 

Prevention of Frauds. 

For several years we have been do- 
ing everything In our power to prevent 
fraud upon the public land,. What can 
be done under the present laws la now 
being done through the Joint action, of 
Hie Interior department and tlio depart- 
ment of Justice. But fully to accomplish 
the prevention of fraud thero la need of 
further legislation and especially of a 
sufficient appropriation to permit the de- 
partment of the interior to examine cer- 
tain classes of entries on the ground 
before they pass Into private owner- 
ship. Tho appropriation asked for last 
winter. If granted, would have put an 
end to, the squandering of the public 
domain, while It would have prevented 
any need of causing hardship to Indi- 
vidual neuters by holding. up their claims, 
However, the appropriation was not 
given us,' and In consequence. It la not 
possible ' to' secure, as I .would like to 
hoc ure, the natural resources of the pub- 
lic land from fraud, waste and encroach- 
ment. 

So much for what wo are trying to do 
In uillslng our publlo lands for the pub- 
lic; in securing the use of the water, the 
forage, the coal and the timber for the 
public. In all four movements my chief 
adviser, and the man first to suggest 
tn me tho courses which have .'actually 
proved bo beneficial, wm Mr; Clifford 
Finchot, the chief of tho national forest 
service, Mr. Finchot also suggested to 
me. a -movement supplementary to all of 
theso. movements; one which will Itself 
lead the way In the general movemont 
Which he represents and with which he 
Is actively identified, for the conserva- 
tion of all our natural resources. This 
was tha appointment of .tho" inland 
waterways commission. 



Tha Inability of tho rs. rite sal of tha 
United Btatea to meet tha demands 
upon them haa drawn public attention 
forcibly to the use of our waterway! 
for traaportatlon. But it la obvious 
that this la only one of their many 
uses, and that a planned and orderly 
development 1b Impossible except by 
taking Into account all the services 
they are capablo of rendering. It waa 
upon Hits ground that tho Inland wa- 
terways commission waa recently ap- 
pointed, Their duly la to propose a 
comprehensive plan for tho Improve- 
ment and utilisation of those great 
waterways which are the great poten- 
tial highways of tho country. Their 
duty la also to bring together the 
points of view of alt users of streams, 
and to submit a general plan for tho 
development and conservation of the 
vast natural resources of the water- 
ways of the Unltqd States. Clearly It 
la impossible for the waterways com* 
mission to accomplish its great task 
without considering tho relation of 
streams to the conservation and uae of 
nil other natural resources, and I have 
asked that It do so. Here, then, for the 
first lime, the orderly devslopemnt and 
planned conservative use of all our 
natural resources is presented so a 
single problem, One by one tho Indi- 
vidual tasks in this great problem have 
already been undertaken. One by ono 
In practical faahlon tha methods of 
dealing with them ware worked out. 
National Irrigation haa proved ltaalf 
a auccesa by Its actual working; Again, 
actual experience haa shown that tho 
national forests will fulfill the larger 
purpose for which they were created. 
All who have thoughtfully atudted th* 
subject have come to see that the solu- 
tion of the publlo lands question lies 
with tho home maker, with the settler 
who Uvea on his land and that gov- 
ernment control of the mineral fuels 
and tha publlo graalng lands Is neces- 
sary and Inevitable. Each of these 
conclusions represented a movement 
of vast Importance which .would confer 
large benefits upon tha nation, but 
whloh stood by Itself. They aro con- 
nected together Into ono trrcat funda- 
mental problem — that Of • the con- 
servation of all our natural resources. 
Upon the wise solution of this, much 
of our future obviously depends. Even 
such questions as the regulation of 
railway rales and the control of cor- 
porations are In reality subsidiary to 
the primal problem of the preservation 
In the interests of the whole people of 
the resources that nature haa given us. 
If we fail to solve this problem, no 
aklll In solving the others will In the 
end avail us very greatly. 

Now as to the matter of taxation- 
Most great civilized countries have an 
Income tax and an Inheritance tax. 
In my judgment both should be part 
of our system of federal taxation. I 
speak diffidently about the Income tax 
because one scheme for an Income tax 
was declared unconstitutional by th* 
supreme court by a Ave to four votei 
and In addition It Is a difficult lax to 
administer In Its practical working*, 
and great care would have to be exer- 
cised to se* that It was not evaded 
by the vory man whom It Is most de- 
sirable to have taxed, for If so evaded 
It would of coumo b« worso than no 
tax at all, as th* least desirable of all 
taxes 1b the tax which boars heavily 
upon tho honest as compared with the 
dishonest man. Nevertheless, a gradu- 
ated Income tax of tho proper type 
would be a desirable. poramnent fea- 
ture of federal taxation, and I still 
hope that ons may be devised which th* 
supremo court will declare constitu- 
tional. 

Inheritance Tax. 

In my Judgment, however, the in- 
heritance tax Is both a far better math- 
. od of taxation, and far more Important 
for the purpose I have In vlow — the 
purpose of having, the swollen fortunes 
of the' country bear In proportion to 
their size a constantly Increasing bur- 
t dcn of taxation. These fortunes exist 
solely because of the protection given 
the owners by tho public. They are a 
constant source of care and anxlety> 
to the publlo and it Is eminently Just 
that they should bo foraed to pay heav- 
ily for the protection given them. It 
la, of course, elemontary that the na- 
tion has the absolute right to doclde as 
to the terms upon which any man 
shall receive a bequest or devlsa from 
another. We have repeatedly plnoad 
such lawa on our own statute books, 
and they have repaatedly been declared 
constitutional by the courts. I believe 
that tho tax ahould contain the pro- 
gressive principle. Whatever any In- 
dividual receives, whether by gift, be- 
quest, or devise. In life or in death, 
should, after a certain amount la 
reached, be Increasingly burdened; and 
the rate of taxation should b* In- 
creased In proportion to tho remote- 
ness of blood of the man receiving 
from the vaan giving or devising. The 
principle of this progressiva taxation 
of Inheritance has. not only been au- 
thorlatlvely recognised by the legisla- 
tion of congress, but It la now un- 
equivocally adopted In tho leading civ- 
ilized nations of the world— in, for In- 
stance, Qreat Britain, France and Ger- 
many. Switzerland led oft with the 
Imposition of high progreaalve rates. 
Qreat Britain was the first of the great 
nations to follow suit, and within tho 
last few yeara both France and Q*r- 
amny have adopted the principle. In 
Great Britain all estates worth 15,000 
or leas are practically exempt- from 
death duties, while the Increase - IB 
such that when an estate exceeds 
15,000,000 In value and passes to a dis- 
tant kinsman or atranger in blood the 
government receives noarly IB per 
oent. In France, under the progressive 
system, so much of an inheritance M 
exceeds .$10,000,000 pays over 20 per 
cent, to th* slate If It passes to a dis- 
tant relative, and five per cent. If It 
passes to a direct heir. In German? 
very small Inheritance a™ exempt, but 
the tax 1h so nharply progressive that 
an Inheritance not In agricultural or 
forest lands which exceeds $350,000, 
if It goes to distant .. relatives, Is 
taxed at the rata of about 2d per cent. 
The German law Is of special Interest, 
because it makes the Inheritance tax 
an Imperial measure, while allotting 
tn the Individual states of the empire 
a portion of tho proceeds and permit- 
ting thorn to Impose taxes In addition 
to those Imposed by the Imperial "gov- 
ernment. In the United States the na- 
tional government has mora than one* 
Imposed Inheritance taxes In 'addition 
to those Imposed by the states;, and 
In the last Instance about one-half: of 
the states levied such taxes concur- 
rently with the national government, 
making ,a combined maximum rate, In 
aome cases as high an 25 per cent.; 
and. as a mutter of fact, several states 
adopted Inheritance tax laws for VJ« 
first time while the national law: was 
still In forco and unrepealed. The 
French law has one feature which Ib to 
be heartily commended, '.The progres- 
sive principle is so applied that oach 
higher rate la Imposed only onthe "ex- 
cess above tho amount subject to 
.the next lower rate. This plain la 
peculiarly adapted to the wo'rklng out 
of the ..theory of using . the. Inherit- 
ance lax for 'the purpose of limiting 
the also of inheritable fortunes; sine* 
the progressive Increase in tho rates, 
according, to this mode, may be car- 
ried to Its. logical .conclusion In a 
maximum rate of nearly 100 per 
cent, for . the amount In excess of 
a specified sum, without being, con- 
fiscatory as to the reet of. .the' Inherit- 
ance) for each Increase In rate would 
apply only to th* amount above a c«r- 
taJn maximum.

LouIbvIIIo, Ky.— Twcnty-ono dend, 
tho vilfngo devastated, and several 
thousand acrea of growing cropa 
r al nod Ib tlio stun total of tho havoc 
wrought by a cloudburat that descend- 
ed on Gradyvlllo, Ky., and vicinity Fri- 
day night. 

All tho dead aro roafdents of Qrady- 
villo, and, although reports aro 
monger, It Ib believed no further fa- 
tnlltlcH will be reported from tho sur- 
roundlng country. 

Tho bodies of 10 of tho victims have 
boen recovered. Tho names of tbo 
known dead aro: 

Mrs. L. C. Nell, wife of State Sena- 
tor Nell, and her four children. 

Mrs. Lum Hill, and one child. 

Mrs. Carl Mil more, her daughter and 
granddaughter. 

Paul 'Wilson, IS years old. 

Mrs. Hnrtfleld Moaa and her six 
children. 

Mrs. J, W. Kcltncr and ono child, 

Miss Mary Moss. 

Tho disaster was duo to the erratic 
behavior of Big creek, ordinarily a 
small stream, but whloh was already 
swollen by recent rains, When the 
cloudburst precipitated throe inches 
of rain In an hour on Gradyvlllb and 
vicinity tbo crook leaped from its bed 
and took a now course with tbo im- 
petuosity of a tidal wave. 

Asleep When Disaster Comes. 
. Tho Inhabitants of tho town bad-no 
warning. Nearly' all were "abed when 
the foaming waters struck the place, 
carrying away six residences, n mill, 
and a number of smaller- houses. 
Nearly all tho victims woro drowned, 
but four were cruabed by tho collapse 
of their dwellings when tho torrent 
struck them. 

Stato Senator Nell, who is a physi- 
cian, owes his escape from tbe fate 
that overtook the real of bis family 
to tbo fact that ho was several miles 
away in the bllla visiting a patient 
whon tho storm broke. He was at 
first reported to bo among tbo dead. 

Grady vl lie Is a village of 175 Inhab- 
itants' in Adair county, six miles from 
Columbia, and 18 miles from the near- 
est railroad station. 

Columbia was telephoned for as- 
sistance and a largo number of citi- 
zens left that place at once, but ow- 
ing to tho condition of the roads It 
will require some time to make tho 
trip. Every Btream in the vicinity Ib 
out of Its bounds. Tbo cloudburst 
did serious damage aside from the 
loss of tiro, all bridges In this vi- 
cinity being washed away and thou- 
sands of acres of corn ruined. 

Gradyvlllo has a population .of 
about 160, and is 18 miles from a 
railroad. , . 

Gradyvlllo Is a village of 175 Inhab- 
itants in Adair county, six* miles from 
Columbia, and IS miles from tbo near- 
oat railroad station. 

Six Killed at New Mlnden. 

Nashville, 111.— Henry Welhe, his 
wife and four children were killed in 
a storm that swept over New Mlnden, 
111,, early Saturday morning. 

A scoro of the villagers were in-' 
jured, some seriously, nnd tho prop- 
erty less runs into the thousands. 

The storm struck tbe northwestern 
portion of the town. ' Tho German 
Lutheran church was the first to fall 
before its fury. Its roof waa taken 
off, and its walla were blown down, 
Tbe large bell waa carried -to the low- 
er floor, and crashed through tbo pipe 
organ. 

On -.the north aide of the church a 
parochial -school was destroyed, while 
on the south side of It a schoolhouse 
of more pretentious character was un- 
harmed. 

Bodies Hurled Into Fields., 
The Welhe. home, In which the. en- 
tire family -was wiped out, waa the 
last in the path of the storm. The 
members of tbe family saw the storm 
approach and attempted to evade it by 
going into tho cellar,' but were too 
late. Thoy were caught up In tho 
debris and their bodies carried^. Into 
tbo fields adjoining the home. 

The schoolhouse waa turned into a 
temporary hospital and tha Injured 
.cared, for.' **; ■* 

Now Mlnden is about 25 miles 
southeast of St Louis. Its population 
was estimated at 250, Eleven years 
ago the village was. swept 'by the 
same cyclone that wrought havoc In 
St Louis. At that time eleven per- 
sons there, were killed.

Threo Victims at York. 
York, III.-— A ' windstorm -nearly 
wiped out this town Friday night and 
caused tho deaths of Honry Rook, 
MrB. Luclndn Plnkorton and Mrs. 
John Unstick. 

The loss to property Is estimated 
nt $1)00,000. Tbo damage to timber, 
fruit and crops will be more than 
$100,000. 

Tho atorm broke while moBt of the 
people wero at supper, Eentlro fami- 
lies woro burled In ruins of houses, 
and It Is remarkablb that the death 
list Is not greater. Tho storm lasted 
less than four minutes. 

Many horses and cattle wore blown 
nway. Tho carcasses apparently fell 
into tho Wabash river and were 
washed away. 

Heavy damago also was caused at 
Grayvlllo, Ind., east of here. Tho 
fnrmbouno of James Lay ton was de- 
moll shed. Lay ton was blown out of 
his house and burled under the ruins. 
Ho cannot recover. His wlte also was 
fatally Injured. 

Severe Damage at Duquoln. 
Duquoln, III.— According to tele- 
phono reports received . from the 
surrounding farming community, it Is 
estimated that the loss caused by tbe 
windstorm will reach $160,000, Includ- 
ing crops, rrult, and property. Tbo 
damage in this city will amount to 
nearly as much, being distributed 
among residence property aad surface 
mino structures. 

In several Instances largo barns 
were lifted and carried a distance of 
half a mile. A monater corn crib at 
tho Jupiter mino north of the city waa 
caught in tho path of the storm and 
broken Into splinters. At least two 
dozen residences In tho north and east 
parts of the city wero wrecked.

The lowlands along rivers ^aa^ 
creeks aro Inundated.

IN SCHOOLS 

The Slate Farmers' Institute has adopted 
the following: 

Resolved, That in order to encourage the 
teaching of the elements of primary agri 
culture in the schools of Illinois, that the 
county superintendent of the stale, together 
with the state superintendent, shall be 
asked to secure a competent instructor in 
this subject for at least one period each day 
of the annual county teachers' institute. 

Resolved, That the board of directors of 
the Illinois Farmers' Institute favors the 
acceptance of the proposition of tho Chicago 
live-stock interests to build and equip a 
modern veterinary Bchool for the training of 
meat inspectors and the study of animal 
physiology, on condition that it be operated 
by the state university, and that we favor 
an appropriation sufficient to enable the 
university to conduct said school on a plan 
that will place it at the bead of institutions 
of this kind at home or nbroad.

Five hundred feet of dockage and n 
special slip will be required for the tre- 
mendous amount of tie lumber that the 
Chicago Timber Treating company will 
bring to Waukegan. au *.'.''.'*'" d 

This company will treat railroad ties by 
immersing them in creosote, which will be 
forced into the pores of the timber. It is 
said that after the treatment they will last 
a hundred years in railroad service. 

The company will employ, when it is 
running, which will be soon, as work is 
progressing rapidly, 100 laborers and their 
foremen and will handle millions of feet of 
heavy timber nnnually. Creosote treated 
ties are coming into general use. 

Now in course of construction for the 
nlnnt, which is on the east side of the 
harbor, are an engine room 40xSO feet, 
a fire room !Gs28 feet, and three monster 
dipping tanks forty feet in diameter. 

The slip that is soon to be excavated by 
the belt line for the Creosote company will 
be 170 feet lon« and 20 feet deep.

Fundamental Truths.

I was familiar with Dean Swift's 
tracing tho origin of certain essays to 
the consumption of particular varie- 
ties of cheese, and I had read Matur- 
ing own' whimsical paragraphs ex- 
plaining tho peculiarities or certain 
national literatures by tho characteris- 
tics of their national beverages, and' 
paralleling the growth of. humanltarl- 
anlsm with the Increasing uso of to- 
bacco, which ho almost novor touched, 
hut ho seemed now. to be serious, so 
that I merely asked what he mado of 
such a statement as the following, 
which I read from his author: "Tho 
discovery of a now dish does moro f6r 
tho happiness of the human race than

His fears that so gonial a production 
might seem Inconsistent with his Judi- 
cial dignity were overcome by argu- 
ments which are given In a prefatory 
dialogue, and the volume was pub- 
lished anonymously In 1825, a year be- 
Toro his dentil. Even In bo short a 
tlmo tho hook waB crowned with ex- 
traordinary popularity, although ono 
would hesitate, perhaps, to call it 
"adornblo," bb Balzac did, It Ib certain- 
ly ono of thoso rarely spontaneous and 
chnrmlng outpourings or personality 
that belong apart, with White's "8el- 
bourne" and Walton's "Angler." In 
addition to the prefatory dialogue, and 
tho fundamental truths, alroady men- 
tioned, the little volume Includes a 
profneo, thirty "Meditations," or chap- 
ters, descriptive "Varieties" bearing 
upon the subject. Tho whole amounts 
to less thiiii 300 small pages. 

What the Book Contains. 

The earlier chapters, on tho senses, 
the sense oT taste, appetite and thirst, 
aro largely physlolnglcnl or psycholog- 
ical, hut even bore tha author carries 
out with charm his Intention of touch- 
ing hut lightly subjects -likely to be 
dull; ho always practices the preach- 
ing of the mud poet Blake. "To par- 
ticularize Is the great distinction of 
merit," and everywhere he Introduces 
"original anecdotes, witticisms, and 
similar sldedlshcs." Although Suva 
rln separntes the function of tnsto in- 
to direct, complete and reflective, he 
finds himself unable to classify. Its re 
suits further than to suggest seme 
such graduations' as positive, beef; 
comparative, vonl; superlative, phea- 
sant. For Its greatest satisfaction 
ono should cat slowly and In minute 
portions-— nil that Is valuable or 
"Fletcherlsm" In a sentence. Any- 
thing else would be unworthy of our 
perfected organism, "tho structure of 
the tongue of nil animals being analo- 
gous to the rench of their intelli- 
gence." Under "Thirst" there is a 
similar, hut oven mora daring Imagi- 
native observation: "The desire for 
fermented liquors and curiosity about 
a future state are the two distinctive 
attributes of mnn ns, the masterpiece 
.of. nature^—- 

Ferhnps the most valuable, certainly 
the most- pleasing', of the chapters are 
thoso on "Gastronomy." "The Lovo of 
Good Living," "People Fond of Good 
Living," "Gastronomic Tests,'^ nnd on 
"Tho Pleasures of the Table."

After reaching such an elevation 
UrlHiit-Havnr.lt] wisely follows tho dra- 
matic principle of relief by Introduce 
Ing' anecdotes -of the halts of a bunt' 
lug party and chapters on digestion, 
rcBt, sleep and dreams. His observa- 
tions and Illustrations are" always In- 
teresting nnd picturesque, frequently 
very suggestive and sometimes strik- 
ingly modern — as when he says, "Dt 
gnstion or all the bodily functions has 
most Influence on the moral of the In- 
dividual;" when he recommends foi 
sleeping In airy room, no bed, curtains 
nnd light warm coverings; or* when 
he discusses foods that produce sleep 
and those that Induce pleasant 
dreams. 

Most People Eat too Much, 
The theme of the meditation "on 
corpulence" — "the great majority of 
iib cat and drink too much" — is of such 
general nnd permanent applicability 
that it Is rediscovered every decade 
nnd announced with trumpets, Tho 
chapter "On tho Prevention' or Cure 
of Corpulence" outlines tho diet by 
means of which for thirty years the 
author kept that tendency In' himself 
"to the limit or the Imposing" — a 
statement that his portrait well hears 
out. After a counter meditation on 
leanness . some fellcltntlons over the 
decline of fasting and nn excursus on 
"Exhaustion and Death"— "death It 
self being not unaccompanied by 
pleusure when it is natural" — tho an 
thor is ready for a higher flight 

This occurs In the longest chapters 
of the book. In, the form of "A Phil- 
osophical History of Cookery, Ancient, 
Mediaeval and Modern." with an ap- 
pendix, "On PariBan Dining Houses." 
Here, indeed, is '.richness: the udvan- 
tages and disadvantages of eating raw 
meat, the primitive , feasting in the 
"Illlnd," the ndvent of boiling In the 
old testament, how Cadmus brought 
tho alphabet and good cooking to 
Greece, the elaborate and sometimes 
strange taste of the Romans — as for 
dormice and ansa foe thin — and a sur- 
vey of the ancient literature of the 
subject, from the fragmentary poem 
on gastronomy by Archestratus, to the 
convivial poetry of Horace and Tlbul- 
lus. The whole story Is told, although 
briefly, excepting only tho peculiar 
taste of tnc Greeks Tor mingling sea 
water and turpentine with their wines.

The arrival of witnesses Is an Inter- 
eating feature of the ease.

In reply to an assertion made by Rich- 
ardson he Is positive In the extreme.

Chicago, June 10. — George F, Hull, 
of Indianapolis, took charge of the af- 
fairs of the Cblca go-New York Electric 
Air Line company as receiver, by np. 
polntment of Judge Sanborn, of the 
United States circuit court, and after 
nine hours* occupation of the com* 
pany's offices was dispossessed by 
Judge Kohlsaat.alBo of the federal cir- 
cuit court. Hull was appointed re- 
ceiver of the company on Saturday on 
a. petition filed by W. E. Webster and 
A. J. Kreby, both of Indianapolis. 
Bull's bond was fixed at $40,000. 

At l.p. m. yesterday F. H, Wood, 
On official of the Air Lino company, 
found Hull In possession, and declar- 
ing that the bond filed by Hull was 
faulty tore down tho official notice. 
Upon the return to the *lty last night 
of Judge Koblsaat F. II. Wood and 
bis brother, I. 0. Wood, the latter bo- 
ing counsel for the company, appeared 
before him at his home. Judge Kohl* 
mat decided that the sureties on the 
bond were Hut good nnd ordered the 
receiver to vacate. He set' the cast) 
for hearing June 11.

OST American hotels ol 
today are built In strict 
conformity to tho Inwa 
of sanitation. In 'the 
modern hotel hygienic 
Influences tnatst upon plenty. of light, 
good ventilation, and good drainage 
In addition to these sanitary advau 
tngee possessed hy tho modern hotel, 
Tew of them are now built without 
either steam-heat or hot air furnaces, 
exposed plumbing, and tiled bath- 
rooms. 

However marked tho snnttnry and 
architectural advantages 'of tho hotel 
ot to-day over tho hotel or n genera- 
tion or moro ago, it Is the opinion of 
sanitary Experts that those health- 
giving, nnd' attractive Improvements 
too often atop Just where thoy shouHi 
begin— that is, In the kltchou. In 
fact the average hotel kitchen scorns 
to become less sanitary and loss at- 
tractive In the ratio in which the 
"front" of the house becomos luxuri- 
ous. The reason for this Is simple. 
In these days of largo hotels, conduct- 
ing n hotel had become such a com- 
plex business, that the manager can 
do little moro than look through tho 
reports or the operating departments 
and con fere with his department 
heads in his office. 

The scrutiny that the "landlord,' 
or, as was the custom In the dnys ot 
tho small hotel, when the proprietor 
ran tho "front part" or the house and 
hlB good wife supervised the house- 
keeping nnd th cuisine— gave to tho 
spacious kitchen, to see thnt Its walls 
were free from dust, that the paint of 
its wainscot was clean, nnd that its 
iloora wore well scrubbed, the hotel- 
mnn of to-dny gives to the appoint- 
ments of the lobby and suites: to the 
works of art and antiipios In tho par- 
lors; to the equipment and lloral dec- 
orations of the dining room, leaving 
tho kitchen to the care ol tho cook 
and his helpers, who overworked as 
they generally are nnd uuvluus to 
leave tho kitchen, as soon ns tho actu- 
al work of preparing and serving the 
food Is finished, In turn leave the 
work to a clnss of help which gener- 
ally perform this work In a perMnc- 
lory manner. 

The hotelman too often falls to re- 
alize that of all tho rooms In the 
house tho kitchen is the only ono be- 
neath his roof where the laws or san- 
itation are neglected, a neglect which 
engenders disease, nt times fatal. 
While Insisting upon open plumbing, 
tiled walls nnd floors in tho bath- 
rooms, he often pays but scant heed 
to the non-hyglonlc condition or the 
walls, Moors nnd plumbing of the 
kitchen. This Inconsistency however 
Is passing. They hnvo learned 
enough of the laws of sanitation to 
know that a clean kitchen may not be 
a sanitary kitchen; no moro than 
clear water may bd pure water. 
They have learned too that a well 
cleaned wainscot, a well scrubbed 
floor of a kitchen may contain myr- 
iads ot disease germs, thnt thrive on 
the animal and vegetable spatter I ngs 
which the floor has' absorbed, or 
which the cracks between Its boards 
hnvo secreted. 

Four things are essential to mnko 
a sanitary kitchen, light, ventilation, 
exposed plumbing, nn<i uon-nbabrbonr 
washable floor and walls, 

In opinion of those who have giv- 
en the matter little thought the tiled 
bath-room owes its origin to aesthetic 
rather than to hygienic onuses. 
Nothing Is farther from the truth; 
for, while tiles, on account of their 
varying colors, their form and design, 
are highly decorative, their introduc 
tion Into the modern bath-room was 
tor sanitary rather than ornamental 
reasons, however benutltul tho deco- 
rative propnrUes of tiling, thoy are 
not to be compared with its hygienic 
advantages, duo to its non-nhsorbent 
and germ-proof qualities. The Im- 
portance of a sanitary bath-room if 
great, that of a sanitary kitchen is 
even greater. The tiling eliminates 
the cracks and crevices or hath walls 
and floor In the modern bath-room, 
thus muklug it Impossible for the 
disease and death dealing germ to 
And lodgment therein. Tho old 
kitchen still exists, ftlth its cracks 
and boles In Ha walls and floor, with 
its cornors, with its crevices nbove 
nnd beneath its mop-board, with its 
knot holes, into which tho accumu-l 
In ted drippings of seething fat and 
fragments of vegetable and fruits arc 
lodged by broom and scrubbing 
brush, here to remain incrusted as 
nn Ideal refuge for myriads of up 
seas© breeding bacteria. This old 
non-hyglonlc 'kitchen Is a greater 
danger to tho health ot guesta nntt 
employes than n dozen non-sanitary 
bath-rooms. 

No doubt, tbo kitchen of tho future 
will bo a bygenlc ono with its Hours 
and walls covered with genuine clay 
tiles Bet in hard comet. In this 
kitchen the hose can take tho place 
of tho scrubbing brush; nnd water 
turned on to Us glazed, crackless, 
non-absorbent walls and floor will 
soon flush it out 

No bettor protection can bo given 
to the health ot the guest and the 
employe than to have a 'kitchen ot 
non-absorbent, wasbublo floor and 
walls. The nverago hotel proprietor 
Is beginning to < realize that tho laws 
of sanitation,, "which exact n tiled 
bath-room, Insist with greater em- 
phasis on a tiled kltchou.

Tho persecution of the Japanese In 
Sun Francisco is a moat wicked net 
Should diplomacy fall to bring about 
a Buttsfactory solution the only way 
open to us Is nn appeal to arms. Our 
mind Is firmly made up. It la certain 
that America will yield, for its people 
are radically commercial in their sen- 
timent" 

Plot to Stir Up Trouble. 

Washington,— That tho Japanose of 
the Pacific cdust and tho progressives, 
a political party of Japan, have en- 
tered into an alliance which has the 
earmarks of on International conspir- 
acy, with the overthrow of the present 
ministry In Japan and tho annulment 
of the clause in tho Immigration bill 
excluding Japaneso coolie labor from 
continental United Sin tea as the ulti- 
mate objects, was learned authorita- 
tively hero Sunday. 

Tho preliminary steps In this 
Bchoem, it is said, wfjl be to Indsce 
tho Toklo government to recall- Vis- 
count Aokl, tho Ja pane 30 ambassador 
to the United States, nnd to demand 
an apology and perhaps an Indemnity 
from this government for the alleged 
acts of violence against Japaneso sub- 
jects residing In San Francisco. 

Tbeso facta became known Sunday 
for tho first time when it was learned 
that T. Takahashi, representative of 
tho Seattlo Japanese society; O. Koda, 
representative of the San Francisco 
Japanose society, and K. Kowaknml, 
staff representative of the Yorozu 
(dally newspapor) of Toklo, came to 
Washington on April 21 and remained 
until May 12, during which time they 
woro negotiating with the Japanese 
ambassador looking to the annulment 
of the Japaneso immigration limita- 
tion law. 

Committee Wat In Washington. 

This delegation fnilcd la its purpose 
and, it Is stated, after charging Am- 
bassador Aokl with treachery to the 
Japanese of the Pacific coast and with 
misrepresenting conditions to bis 
home government,. they telegraphed to 
Ototaka Yam a oka, the personal repre- 
sentative of Count Oku mo, who was 
awaltiug their report In Seattle, with 
the request that he communicate with 
tho nntl-ndmlnlstratlon leaders in 
Toklo. 

Yamaoka sailed for Japan on May 
14, and It was pointed out Sunday the 
renewal of tho antl-Amerlcan nglta-- 
tlon in the Japanese press has begun 
since Ida arrival in Toklo on May 28. 
It la also believed here that hifproinpt- 
cd the deputation of progressives to 
call on Foreign Ml n later Hayasht for 
an explanation of the government's 
"apparent Inaction and want of effi- 
ciency In the presence of the" grave 
diplomatic questions with tho United 
States." 

The report which Yamaoka carried 
to the elder statesmen It is further be- 
lieved hero is responsible for tho atti- 
tude of the opposition newspapers In 
urging the concentration of Japanese 
national efforts toward the settlement 
of the San Francisco question by 
forcing an apology from tbla govern- 
ment

Bolso, Idaho,— Alfred Horeloy, alias 
Harry Orchard, the actual asanas! n of 
Frank Steunonhorg, went on tho stand 
as a witness against William D. 
Haywood, end run do public con- 
fession of a long chain of brutal, 
revolting crimes, dono, ho said, at the 
Inspiration and for tho i>ay of the 
leaders of tho Western Federation ol 
Miners. The victims marked lor death 
at his hands according to bis testi- 
mony were: 

Fred Bradley, retired mine of- 
ficial, San Francisco; blown half way 
across street and maimed for life by 
bomb concealed by Orchard under 
doorstop; also object of polsou plot 
Motive, revenge. 

Sherman Bell, adjutnnt-gcaeral of 
Colorado national guard, Denver; 
waylaid by Orchard and other asHas- 
slns who sought his life; escaped. 
Motive, rovenge fbr activity In put- 
ting down strike lawlessness. 

Justice Gabbert of supreme court 
of Colorado, Denver; bomb placed In 
his pathway exploded by another man, 
who was blown to pieces. Motive, de- 
cisions against Moyer. 

Gov. Peabody of Colorado, Denver; 
bomb placed In front of his homo to 
kill him by Orchard failed to explode 
by accident Motive, upholding law 
in' strikes. 

David Moffatt, president of First 
National bank of Denver; Adams and 
Orchard tracked him with guns, but 
ho escaped. Motive, supposed activ- 
ity on aide of mlno owners. 

Judge Goddard, Denver. Motive, 
declared eight-hour hill unconstitu- 
tional. 

Frank Steunenbero, former gov- 
ernor of Idaho;- Caldwoll. Blown to 
pieces by bomb placed at gate of 
homo by Orchard. 

An undertaking by the special pros- 
ecutors for tho Btate that thoy would, 
by later proof and connection, legiti- 
matize his testimony openod tho way 
like a flootlgato to tho whole diaboli- 
cal story nad Orchard went on from 
crime recital to crime recital, each 
succeeding ono seemingly moro -re- 
volting than those that had come be- 
fore. Hero are a few of tho Interest- 
ing points from his story: 

"Haywood told me the blowing up 
of the (Vindicator) mlno was a fino 
piece ot work. Mover gave me (200 
and Haywood paid me 1300 for blow- 
ing up the mine. 

"Haywood ana Moyer both' told ma 
I could not get too flerce to suit them 
— to go" ahead and blow upovorything 
I could think of— to get some of the 
soldier a If possible." 

"Moyer and Fettlbono wanted to 
know If I could not work up soma 
scheme to aasaaslnate Gov. Peabody 
of Colorado." 

"Haywood thought Stove Adams 
was tho best man for the work. Fet- 
tlbono gave us somo sawed-off shot- 
guns and shells loaded with buckshot 
Wo kept after Peabody for three 
weeks, when Haywood told mo to lay 
off. for awhile." . 

"Haywood, Fettlbono and Slmpklns 
then wanted something pulled off at 
Cripple Creek, Wo planned to blow 
up the Independence depot. Tho 
depot wns wrecked and 12 or 14 men 
killed.! The next day Pottibono gave 
me 1300. Adams told me ho got 1200." 
He sworo that tho assassination of 
Steunonborg was f\sst suggested by 
Haywood, was Jointly plotted by Hay- 
wood, Mayor, Petttbone and himself, 
was financed by Haywood and was ex- 
ecuted by himself after the failure ot 
an attempt In which Jack Slmpklns 
had participated. 

- Orchard lifted the total of hla own 
murdered victims to 18, and detailed 
the circumstances under which -be 
tried to murder former Gov, Peabody, 
Judge- Goddard, Judge Gabbert, Gen. 
Sherman Sell, Dave Moffat and Frank 
Berne. Incidentally, he coafessed to 
a plan to kidnap tho child of one ot 
hla former associates. 

Orchard's Story Unshaken. 

Bolso, Idaho. — Counsel for William 
D. Haywood continued their attack on 
the testimony of . Harry Orchard at 
both sessions of tho trial Friday, and 
centered their strongest assault on tho 
events beginning with the explosion 
In the • Vladlcator mine and ending 
with .tho earlier meetings between 
the witness and tho leaders of the 
Federation- of Miners; la Denver. To 
the extent that trafflo'wlth "the other 
side" 'in - the war of labor and. capital 
In Colorado was. discreditable they, 
succeeded In discrediting tho witness.' 

Orchard stood the test and strain 
vary well and held tenaciously to tho 
story ho related Wednesday and 
Thursday. - 

; Under, cross-e nomination by the de- 
fense' Orchard confessed guilt of the' 
sordid social .crimes ot deserting his 
young child and wife In Ontario, ; flee- 
ing to BrltlBh Columbia with Hattlo 
Simpson, the wife of another man, and 
committing bigamy, by marrying, .a 
third woman at Crlpplo Creek, ' Or- 
cfcitat held leoaciously to his direct, 
testimony during the attack of the 
defense,; and hla testimony was prac- 
tically unshaken.
